rose and gave him prolonged applause 
and cheers. The president took nis 
place at the clerk's desk and began 
promptly at 12:30. His auditors gave 
rant attention. 
The scene was a colorful one and 


no less dramatic .than on any of the 
previous occasions when the 
presi- 


rlont, setting aside 
precedent 
that 


had prevailed since George -Washing- 
ion's time, came to the halls of con- 
gress to address the national legis- 
lative body in person. 
The high rank galleries presented 


p -wave of color. 
On the floor. Uis 
legislators in sombre

cavil, packed the hall to its utmost 
corners. 
Secretaries Garrison, Dan- 
iels and Wilson and Postmaster Gen- 
eval Buvleson had seats on the floor 
and other 
officials 
were clustered 
about the speaker's desk. Hundreds 
of people, straining for a glimpse of 
the president, and unable-to secure 
admission, packed the halls of the 


The round of applause that began 
when the 'president 
entered,

only stilled by Mr. Wilson's evidenced 
desire to proceed with his reading. 


As the president read his message

halted the reading and the president 
had to wait for it to subside. 
The Presdent. 
President Wilson 
personally 
laid 
before congress the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the- democratic administra- 
tion program for dealing with trusts 
and "big business." The 
president 
presented the case he said "as it lies 
in thought of the country," reiterat- 
ing "that private, monopoly is inde- 
fensible and intolerable," and declar-. 
ing that conscientious businass men 
throughout the nation would not be 
satisfied until pratices now deprecated 
by publics-opinion as restraints of 
trade and commerce were corrected. 
"We are now about to write the. 
additional articles p£ our constitution 
of peace," said 
the 
president, "the 
peace that is honor and freedom and 
prosperity." 
Besides suggesting the scope of leg- 


islation the president made a personal 
appeal for an atmosphere o£ friendli- 
ness and 
co-operation in congress 


while handling I the problem.

IN A SCANDAL SUIT 


Dr. Appleby Sues English Baroness, a 


Former Chicago Woman, As Out- 


come of Love Affair.

London, Jan. 
20.—Great interest 
was aroused today by the suit to re- 
cover 20,000 brought by Dr. Ernest 
Villiers Appleby, formerly lecturer at 
the "University of Minnesota, against 
Baroness May de Ballandt, an Ameri- 
can woman wiiose relatives live in 
Chicago and who twelve years ago, 
was the wife of Baron de Pallanat. 
The case was tried 
in .the king's 
bench division of the high court. 
The dispute was a sequel to 
a 
chance meeting o£ the" plaintiff and 
defendant in 1903 on a train running 
between Chicago and New York. This 
led to the infatuation of the plaintiff 
and subsequent close relations. 
Dr. Appleby in his pleadings de- 
clared that the baroness agreed to re- 
pay him for certain notes which.-.he 
gave to a Parisian jeweler for a string 
of pearls. 
The bavoness denies this statement 
and says if there was any such agree- 
ment it was founded on "an imiporal 
consideration." 
She 
counterclaims 
the sum of $29,000 alleged to be due 
to her by Dr. Appleby. 
According to the testimony Dr. Ap- 
pleby was anxious to marry the 
baroness, but she refused. The Pari- 
sian jeweler sued Dr. Appleby on the 
note which the baroness, refused to 
meet and the present suit followed.

Out ot the building. Reed, Koontz. 
and Lane made their way on a trot

desperate men. A shot finally was 
fired and it hit Miss Foster in the leg. 
Reaching the gate, the three men 
dropped their burden, after unlocking 
the gate, the last barrier to freedom, 
and sprang into a buggy, lashing the 
horse, the convicts sped 
down tne 
road. The dash for liberty was short, 
however. 
Guards on horses quickly 
came within shooting distance and a 
running fight- began. 
'All Dead. 
The convicts made a desperate fight 
as the buggy lurched along, but it 
was soon over. Bullet .after bullet 
from-the guns- of the 
guards 
found 
its mark and when the horse at last 
fell from a shot and the guards came 
up, the three 
men lay dead in the 
buggy. 
Within the prison guards worked 
heroically, driving the 
convicts 
to 
their cells and holding at bay those 
who threatened to overpower them. 
Order was soon restored and none nf 
the other prisoners went beyond the 
walls.

State Superintendent 
Inquires 
Into 


Habits of Children and Prac- 


tices of Teachers.

Madison, Wis., Jan. 20.—"A good 
school should show good housekeep- 
ing. Are "the janitor, the principal and 
the,teachers good housekeepers? If 
not, who is at fault? 


"Do. not mistake football enthusiasm 
or undue expenditure of energy and 
time In social affairs for good spirit. 
"What is the nature of the habits 
pupils are forming in this school? Are 
they such.'as will be of great service 
in life or are they going to be detri- 
mental'? Are they forming habits and 
ideals of doing well whatever they un- 
dertake? Are they forming the habit 
of self-control, of courtesy, of system, 
of attending to their own business all 
the while " 


Gary Sends Out Letter. 
To learn-just how far 
Wisconsin 
school authorities are inculcating ef- 
ficiency methods in the 
curricula, 
State Superintendent C. P. Cary is 
sending a circular letter, written to 
state inspectors of schools, to princi- 
pals and teachers to 
indicate the 
principal lines of Investigation that 
Inspectors will follow in their visits. 
The foregoing are some of the sug- 
gestions offered by the state superin- 
tendent. ' 
1 "The most important thing about a 
school is its spirit," comments the 
state 
superintendent. 
"This is felt 
rather than seen. A-good spirit in a 
school means 
harmony; good will, 
team work, good order without any 
creaking of machinery;. A good spirit 
In a school means a good, "wholesome 
atmosphere for growing all sorts of 
virtues and special, ideals." 


Embraces Teachers As Well. 
The questionnaire embraces 
prob- 
lems of the teacher as well as pupils. 
The inspectors are asked to find out 
whether teachers are of the routine, 
perfunctory sort, whether they are too 
"lightweight" for the, :task, what they 
have done to improve "conditions, etc., 
whether the principal is timid or in- 
competent, a good organizer or man- 
ager. 
"To get a school to function prop- 
erly," concludes the state superintend- 
ent, "to keep it in good health, is the 
end to be scught by all ioncerned."

to Blows.

Johnson broke away shouting, "Get 
my pistol. I'll kill him." 
Mr. Shields was knocked down be- 
fore clerks of the -committee with 
several spectators tried to quiet the 
two combatants. Two clerks tried to 
hold the Kentuckian, but he broke 
away and dashed off for his private 
room, shouting for his revolver. 
A dozen were in the room when 
Johnson started away, ^ut his demand 
fore firearms soon emptied the office.

THE BALLOT is the weapon of 
liberty. Like other weapons, it is 
most dangerous to its owner when it 
Isn't loaded;1 
. 
So long as the common citizen 
keeps charging 
indignatly around 
with his ballot in his hand be is 
treated with'fear and respect by all. 
But when he lingers at home on 
election day and toasts his toes at 
the fire while the hosts of evil hunt 
for votes with automobiles, his ballot 
withers and his power with it. And 
when he calls at the city hall to ask 
why he has been assessed for a pave- 
ment which has been put in an alder- 
man's pocket he receives the rude 
guffaw to say nothing of a punch in 
the back from a policeman's club. 


The ballot makes our president 
and governors and congressmen and 
aldermen and justices of the .peace 
and 
poundmasters. 
However, 
the 
ballot is not entirely to blame for 
what happens. 
A ballot must be 
user with intelligence just like a hair 
brush or agarden hose or a collar 
button. If some men put as much 
brains and careful thought into vot- 
ing as they do into pushing a lawn- 
mower the nation would get better 
results'. 


The ballot is the precious posses- 
sion of every 'freeborn citizen. No 
matter how small or insignifigant the 
citizen may be, the ballot makes 
him, 
for one day at least, as big as 
any other citizen. For moaths and 
years he may suffer his' wrongs with- 
out 
sympathy or remedy. Haughty 
officeholders may flout him and there 
is naught.. for him to do save write 
to the' complaint corner of his daily 
newspaper. But on election day he 
rises a man of might, takes his bal- 
lot from its casket and as he walks 
down the street stepping over trolley 
wires and small buildings the poten- 
tates of yesterday bow down before 
him and ask him with anxious hos- 
pitality to have "a vdrihk.. Until- he 
casts his ballot he is a giant. Small 


wonder that so many men do not vote 
until 5 p. m. 


Politicians stand in fear before the 
man who uses his ballot at elections 
as; if it were a cutlass, and relentless- 
ly mows down the unworthy office- 
holder. But they only laugh at the 
man who sits at home on his ballot 
like a setting hen year after year 
trying to hatch out good government.

STOPS MINE LOSSES 


* - 


Washington, Jan. 20.—Every hun- 


dred million short tons ot coal pro- 
duced in the United States in'1912 
cost 429 lives in mine accidents, or 
a total of 2,360 lives for a production 
of 550,000,000 short tons of coal, ac- 
cording to a report just issued by the 
Bureau of Mines, Department of the 
Interior 
This loss ot life, in propor- 
tion to the number of millions of tons 
mined, 429 per cent, is the smallest 
In the records available at the bureau 
In 1907 it soared to 6 93 per cent. 
The actual number ot lives lobt in 
1912 was less than: in any :previou 
year since 1S96, when 2,116 men los 
their lives in and around coal mines 
!n 1907 the number of deaths reached 
3,197. Yet, with a smaller loss of life 
the production of ;coal in 1912 was th 
r.eatest in the 'country's : history.

Hie climax, the light lunch which used to be considered sufficient for Sunday 
p.iuht (in my childhood it consisted, chiefly of crackers and milk for all o£ us, 
with i»e for the grown folks) is-gradually developing into a hearty supper. 


Then, besides over-eating, a good-many of us under-exercise on Sunday. 


What wonder that between these two offenses ths system is upset? 


What wonder that on Monday our outlook ia obscured, our intellect is 


clouded and our energy decreased by tbe. poison ot improperly digested, food? 


Again, while some people under-exercise, others ,-try ;to-crowd into Sun- 


day the occupations with which their friends, who .are not .tied .down'to daily 
v.-iirk. (ill a whole week. Thpy ciowd eiery moment oi' that day which should 
lie. above all things, a day of rest. Some ot them include a visit to some 
fashionable church among their, activities; others have not time for even 
that concession to the.Lord's Day. 


The religious aspect of the case I'm not going to try to discuss. My own 


belief, is that men and women are the better for at least one visit to a house 
of worship on.Sunday. Worship is good 'for us; the momentary suspension 
(if our material activities, and. the resulting-realization that there-are1 other 
things in lite, is good for us; the peace and tranquillity of churches good for 
us. But putting, the religious considerations aside, and looking at the matter 
from the efficiency viewpc-'nt, a saner, quieter Sabbath will certainly*give1 us 
a happier, more, efficient week.
